C.  Great  State  Judges: 

1.  Kent,  1763-1847.  One  of  the  founders  of  Phi 
Eeta  Kappa;  prof  at  Columbia;  made  chief  justice  in  HY 
and  then  Chancellor.  Often  called  the  American  Blackstone; 
author  of  Commentaries  on  American  Law. 

2.  Shaw,  178l-l86l.  Chief  justice  of  the  Mass  Supteme 
Judicial  Court  from  1830-1860.  Considered  one  of  the  greatest 
of  state  judges  and  t  ie  greatest  chief  justice  of  Mass.  While 
on  the  "bench  he  formed  a  substantial  part  of  Mass  lav/.
